tie worship of the goddesa Burga one of 


moat interesting. It is known to 


uropeans an the monkey temple, be- 
,use in and around ita precincts many 
undreds of aocred monkeys zoara about 
ithout interference. 
The temple is sit- 


uated in the southern extremity of the 


ty. It was erected during tlie last cen- 
iry by the Ranee Bhawanj of Katre, in 
onor of Siva's wife, the torrific god- 
ess who is supposed to delight in death 
nd slaughter, and of whom tho poor be- 
evers in the various attributes of tho 
eities comprising tho Hindoo pantheon 
;and in the greatest dread. A eorre- 
pondont of the London Graphic writes 
a follows regarding the place: 
"Tho Dnrga Kuud is conspicuous In 
ais city of temples for the grace and 
.inplicity of itc architecture,. It adjoins 
tank which is the finest in Benares 
nd occupies the central portion of a 
uadrangle, the walls being stained red 
with ocber, The sacred portion of the 
emple consists of 12 finely carved pil- 
ars standing on a marble platform and 
npportiug a heavy roof, Tlio platform 
s about four feet from the ground and 
a ascended by a flight of low steps on 
jich side of the square. The temple is 
well provided with the necessary instru- 
ments for creating the frightful noises 
vhich etnanato from these abodes of 
dolatry all over India. Drums of huge 
intensions, gongs, bells and to?iitoins 
.re all at the service of tbe priests in 
lerforunng the riten required of them. 
But the antics of the monkeys which 
make this temple their home are, next 
o its architecture, the most attractive 
eatttre of the place. 


"The goat's blood with which the walls 


,ro sprinkled and the sacrifices that are 
cnown tr> take place here to appease tho 
wrath of Siva nud his terrifying spouse 
are rather revolting to a Christian, but 
he grotesque play of the moakeys, their 
mportun.'ite begging, the pranks they 
enact on ono another and the graceful 
agility they aro constantly displaying 
upply a perpetual source of amusement 
which oue is apt to think must prove 
•ather distracting to tho devout Hindoos 
vho .come hero to worship. These 
;red monkeys are of the genus Semno- 
>ethecuB entellus, popularly known as 
he long tailed Indian inoulwy.

nole&t these animals, they not only in- 
creased rapidly in numbers, but, grow- 
ng to be extraordinarily hold, developed 
alarming thieving propensities. 
The

Afr. last the trouble grew KO serious that 
some reduction iu tho number of these 
adept thieves became a necessity, al- 
iiuugh the prejudices uf thu [jeoplo were 
igaiuHt any such stepa heiug taken.

The city council met In regular 


session last ulght with President 
Hughes In the chair and the follow- 
ing members present: Allen, Kem- 
per, Fall, Chapln, Greenland, Die- 
trich, Foley and McVey. The min- 
utes of last meeting were read and 
approved. 
A resolution to construct private 


alley crossings on south Main street, 
was road tho second time. 


Mr. Allen stated that 
several 


months ago the Solarvllle property 
ownets petitioned for a fire alarm box 
and moved that the clerk be instruct- 
ed to order three alarm boxes instead 
of only two as he was Instructed at 
tho last meeting. He said that 
Solarv/illc residents had to go to the 
L. E. Sc W. shops to pendin an alarm. 
The motion carried. 
Mr. Hughes reported for the paving 


committee that he had called upon 
the water works trustees and natural 
gas people whom he found intending 
to put In new lead service pipes In 
the public square before the paving 
Is done. He stated further that the 
property owners could not be com- 
pelled to put in new service pipes 
from the curb stones, but he thought 
nearly all would do so before the pav- 
ing job waa completed because it 
would be cheaper at that time. 


The solicitor stated that the law 


provided that service pipes should 
all be renewed where paving is done. 
The water works trustees and the 
gas companies will put in the pipes 
to the curb at their own expense. 


Mr. McVey thought the city should 


legislate to compel the laying of ser- 
vice pipes to the curbs in front of till 
buildings, whether there are pipes 
already laid or not. 
Upon motion by Mr. Greenland the 


solicitor was instructed to draft an 
ordinance to compel the laying of 
such pipes as are provided for by the 
statutes. 
Mr. McVey moved to compel the 


water works trustees and gas compa- 
nies to commence the work of laying 
the service plpe§ by the 1st of March. 


Mr. Hughes did not consider it just 


to compel the work to be done while 
the ground was so deeply frozen.

A correspondent of an English pa- 


par writing of the gypsies says: 
Though living in the north country, 
formerly the frequent haunt of the 
gypsies, I do not ever remember to 
have seen any of the tribe. But my 
father lived at least 10 years in the 
immediate vicinity of Yetholm, the 
permanent dwelling of the famous 
Fans, which issituated in a lowlying 
glen at the foot of the Cheviot hills. 
I append some of his reminiscences. 


There are, or rather were, some 50 


years ago, two Yetholms, one called 
Kirk Yutholrn, the other Tjo» Yeth- 
olm, the population of the latter con- 
sisting solely of gypsies and ''mug- 
gers." Will Fag,, tho smuggler chief, 
arid B!iud Jemmy were frequent vis- 
itors at my father's fireside, and 
many an otherwise lonely hour they 
whiled away with thrilling tales of 
hairbreadth escapes by flood and 
field from, the hand of their invet- 
erato enemies, the excise men. Than 
they who bad richer stores of leg- 
endu, quaint proverbs and true tales, 
in which both tragedy antl comedy 
were mingled? Who better could 
make the fiddle music rise thrillingly 
sweet and clear, or soft and sad liko 
tho wail of human sorrow dying 
away over the spellbound listeners! 
Will Faa had not then los>t his hand 
in the famous fight at Berwick Mill 
and used to take the harvest with 
the farmers around. His sister lived 
as servnnt with a farmer near, and 
was, my father can remember, mi 
equaled for strength by any of the 
laborers there. 


On the northwest side of Cheviot 


hills there was then a spot known ".. 
the Harrow bog—a thick hazel wood, 
in which was a secret distillery, a fa- 
vorite resort for tho smugglers. Of- 
ten, says my father, would blind 
Jominy and his chief arrive with 
their secret burdens from those re 
:es6es and bury them outside, osten- 
sibly coming empty handed for a 
night's shelter—but in tho early 
ilawn they departed, thus evailinc 
the officers of tho law, aud being, I 
.tin afraid, no way hindered or dis- 
couraged by tho simple hearted folk 
around. In thuso days, and in that 
part of the country, at a wide turn 
ing iu tho silent old green lanes, on 
a common, a haugh or among th 
hills—there the gypMfH ii' the sum 
mer tinio would lift the cover frou 
their carts and pursue their calling- 
i. o , iu making and helling heather 
besoms, fortune telling, etc. 


One gypsy woman, uiy father re- 


members, used to travel alone am 
was au object of great dread 
tho younger members of the villages 
No oue dared to provoke her auger 
so fiei-TO was it 
Never without le» 


tlvm three donkeys, aud often three 
dogs to guard tho contents of the 
creels by which she subsisted, she 
was a conspicuous and well known 
person. Her dress was unique iu it/ 
simplicity—a short dark skirt, a 
man's jacket, minus its tails, and a 
blight kerchief knotted over her 
gray hair. She was always bare- 
footed. Many n tale have I heard 
coucerjiliif; the prankb and frolics 
played among the gypsy people, but 
few and far belweev aueiit this an- 
cient ilame. 
S.hu was "uncanny'1 


and would lay some ill wish upon the 
daring wight that should attempt to 
cross her will.

The note is then 
"i-toppqd"—that i?, if the document 
Bhonld bo presented for payment, tho 
person "stopping" the note is informed 
when and to whom it is paid. If pru-
